GO ently qualified, yet bundreds continually go to 
| School divers years to no purpoſe at all ; The 
_ whereof is,becanſe the method in moſt places is bad, 
and the diſcipline in many places far worſe. In former 
times children learnt Latine by way of Recreation, and as 
they did their Mother Tongue, leaſt poring on bard Rules 
ſhould crack their brains, impair their health, and make 
85em to nauſeate all kind of knowledg : And he that taught 
did not alſo corre them ( the Parents reſerving that 
power to themſelves ) leaſt paſſron, malice, or Jenoving 
- worſe ſhould cauſe extravagancy in infliding the puniſh- 
'ment. Now though it cannot be thus in theſe dayes, yet an 
eaſier and ſpeedier way would ſave them a great deal of time 
and trouble and ſmart, and ſuch a way is bere propoſed. 


Firſt, Let the Grammar be reduc't into one ſheet ; 
which may be done by ſetting down the Paradigmes 
of the Nouns, Pronuuns, Verbs, &c. and artificial:y 
couching the Rules in the very Engliſh,Situation, Repets- 
tion, CharaSer, Mark, and Alteration of ſome principal 
word ; as for example,

3. By repeating the Voc. Caſe, e, er, a, #»9, &c. and 
the Accu, Neuter of the Middle Declenſion a, ar, al, &c. 
is implyed that Rule, Yoc. idem eſt cum Nom: Item Accuſ. 
in Neutro genere : By repeating Sui, $ibz, Se, is ſhewn 
that the Plural number thereof is the ſame as the Singu- 
lar-: Alſo, by repeating the Terminations of the Suh- 
{tantives together is ſhewn the formation of Adjetives, 
us, Cr, -- 4, =» HF. 

4. By ſetting down obſolete words in the old black 
Letter, is implyed that they are out of uſe : and by Ad- 
verbs, Conjunctions, ec. having the firſt Letter a ſmall 
one is (ignified their being ſuch 3: that fo they may not 
be taken for Subſtantives or AdjeCtives. 

5. By thus marking ...qu0q; ...autem, ...quidem, &c, 
-43 we, .-ve, is {ignified that the former are uſed only 
after ſome otherword, and the latter joyned to ſome 
other word,” | Bythus marking --demno, --leFo, - hibeo, 
| --fiteo; 
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--liteo, --igo, --imo, --culco, -fulto, is ſhewn that thoſe 
Verbs are uſed only in Compoſition ; and by Confe- 
quence all the Rules about divers Verbs changing their 
firſt Vowel into e, i, , are ſaved. By thus marking co- 
col- con- di- dif- diſ- is (hewn that thoſe and the like 
Prepoſitions are uſed only in Compoſition. Alſo, by 
marking a Verb thus 0” it is diſtinguiſhed from a Verb of 
the Firſt Conjugation; and ſhewn to be of the Third ; 
that ſo the very Termination of the Verb may ſhew its 
Conjugation, as that of the Noun did its Declenfion : If 
any in 0, eo, 0*,io, vary from the common Scheme they 
likewiſe ( as was ſaid of the Nouns ) are better noted 
elſe-wherez asare alſo ſuch asare irregular in their Per- 
fe&t or Supine. 

6. By changingthe Gerunc to a kind of Subſtantive, 
thus, Gen. Aman-di of loving, Abl. -do, in with, by low- 
ing, &c. are-iſhplyed all the Rules about them : Alſo, by 
changing the ſignification of Obedio, Impero, Noceo , 
and thelike,ſo as to inake them lignitie, I yield obedience. 
Igive command, I do hurt, are ſaved all the Rules about 
ſuch kind of Verbs governing a Dat, Caſe. 

In like manner all the Rules whatſcever, ſaving three 
or. four, may be cryptically infuſed into the Learner ; 
and thouſands there are who can underſtand a notion as 
put to them inſuch a prattical manner, who'can neycr 
comprehend it as ſet down by way of Rule : Rules,toge- 
ther with Definitions, Diviſons, and critical Obſervati- 
ons,w herein conliſts the Art of Grammar(invented long 
after Language was ſpoken, and thexefore not abſolute- 
ly neceſlary to the attaining hereok) may better be 
learnt afterwards out of Lz/ly a little aQered ; who for 
many weighty reaſons is not to be laid afide. 

The Grammar thus reduc't to. a Sheet children muſt 
thoroughly and pertectly get by heart, by degrees, and 
one thing after another, viz. Firſt,the firſt ſort of Nouns 
and 
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and Verbs, together with ſhort Sentences drawn up on 
purpoſe, and conſiſting only of eafie words of that firſt 
ſort, as Stomachus, Roſa, . cm. then the next fort of 
Nouns and Verbs, together with Sentences fitted to 
them 3 and ſo thereſt in order. 

Next, let all the common words, and after that the 
common Phraſes, eſpecially ſuch wherein there is any 
dificulty(viz.words of an unuſual derivati >n or chang- 
ing their {1gnthication in compolition,and Phraſes groun- 
ded on ſome Hiſtory, Cuſtome, ec. ) be reduced into 
certain Sentences, after this or the like manner.

By the firſt ſort of theſe Sentences, eſpecially if there 
be joyned a little DiQtionary drawn up on purpoſe, the 
Learner (hall at once know the Root and Head of each 
word, and (not only the Gender, Dectenſion, and Con -

the quantity of each Syllable,and the irregularities of its 
and alſo its divers ſignifications 3 For, Equi, and Stimm- 
los mult be Subſtantives in #7,Ceſ/ant and Per-oravit muſt 
be Verbs in 05 Advibet, Exercet,and Monui,mult beV erbs 
io eo, they cannut be otherwiſe : Again, the middle Syl- 
lable of trabere and redderet mult be ſhort, becauſe they 
come from Vervs that are noted in the DiQionary to be 
ofthe Third Conjugation, [_ trabo®, reddo * 7] and the 
middle Syllable ut Seculus, Ad-hiber,and Stimulos,muſt 
be ſhort, becauſe they are fo noted in the DiQionary, ſe- 
dalus, —hbeo, ftimi'us; As for long Syllables they need 
no noting, for if a Syllable be not ſhort it muſt be long : 
Again, Tr«bo muſt make Traxi, and Reddo Reddidi ; be- 
cauſe | traxiſle 7 is to have draws, and | reddidit } he 
hathrendered. Laſtly, Ratio is plainly ſhew'n to ſignifie 
ſomtimes Reaſoz,and ſomtimes ax ecconnt : as for qud ra» 
tione, it is a Phraſe,ſo is hic, il and wwlli ratione ; all the 
ſignifications of that word ( as indeed of any word inthe 
Latine Tongue except ſeaven) may be reduced to two : 
[ To make out every particular at Jarge, and prevent or 
anſwer all ObjeCtions is rot the buſineſs of this Paper. }] 
By the latter ſort of Sentences the Learner will under- 
ſtand any Phraſe whatſoever ; and fo be able to go 
thorough the Authors : which Authors now are eafie to 
him,the two grand obſtacles being by this time removed; 
viz, the meeting with all the difficulties of the Latine 
Tongue at once in every line, and the not knowing what 
to make of a word or Phraſe, as it occurs : When he hath 
read and digeſted all or molt of the uſual Authors, he 
will be able'to turn any Latine into Engliſh,and alſo any 
Engliſh into Latine 3 becauſe being well ſeen in both 
Languages, he knows the proprieties of each,and will not 
render [ Quid tibi vis 2] What wilt thou to thee £ but 
What woulaſt thou have ? | Nihil moror quid objicis, ]

ſand Particles, the getting. by beart whole Volumns of 
Phraſes, the daily blundering gver and piercing of Le(- 
ſons, the difficult and irkſome making of Latine for'ma- 
ny years together; And ſo with the good leave of that 

ſtupenduus Vertuofſo and Gyant in knowledg,the Latine 

Tongue is not; altogether io unht to be the univerſal 
Language, as he is: pleaſed to reckon it. 


By this wethod for ſome years Gentlemen have been di- 
refed how by their own induſiry to gain or recover the La-
